The Grand Jury for the District of Fort 
llojjo iuipnnnellcd this day, would rcspoct- 
fuUy represent to tho Cuurt the necessity for 
a bridge ncroas tho' Coquehalla River. 
tiio agricultural lands oil tho other'sido Of 
that stream are now being rapidly settled, 
ond ahout to l)c surveyed, wo therefore, 
think tlint it would be but an net of justice 
to tlm settlers to provide tlicm with lliu 
means cf hringii\g their produce, cattlo fee. 
to ihi.s iilrce, this beinj; tho only market in 
thoir vicinity. This bridge would also be a
